AMERICAN MISSIONARIES AND SLAVER- 

A late numberof the N. Y. Tritune hase 
very interesting article upon « certain late 
moveraent of the American Eome Missionary 
Board, by which it bas cut itsel’ off from its eop- 
nection with the slave driving Government of 
the Choctaw Indians. There is something in this 
matter which commends it to the atication of 
even those who usually take bat little interest 
ip the acts of this important religious and moral

seftiment was not only entertained the great 
majority of the Board itself, but seemed also to 
inepire the dense and cager audience that was 
present at the debate. 

The ProSlavery cause w@ advocated on this 
occasion by Mr. Read. of Richmond, Chancellor 
Walworth, the Hon. Theodore Frelinghuysen, 
Dr. Tyler, Dr. Adams, and Dr. Riddle, all urging 
that the crisis should be dodged by récommitting 
the Report of the Committee against the Choe- 
taw Statute, or by striking ont the Anti-Slavery 
resolution. Qn the other side, Dr. Dwight, Dr. 
Bacon, Dr, Joel Parker, Presidcet Sturtevant of 
College, Mr. Pattoe of Martford, Mr. 
Linas Child, aad many others, were beard fn be- 
half of the more manly, upright, and decisive 
eourse, which, indeed, would seem to be the only 
eourse consistent either with elf-respect-or the 
fatare peace and usefulness of the Board.
